Cataloguing Conference 


The date provisionally fixed for the meeting of the 
International Conference on Cataloguing Principles, 
announced earlier in our Bulletin (see our Ja- 
nuary 1960 issue) will be October 9 to 18, 1961, in Paris. 
The Organizing Committee held its second meeting in 
Montreal on June 20, 1960, and gave further considera- 
tion to the basis of representation at the Conference. It 
was decided to extend to each country, in which an ap- 
propriate organization exists, an invitation to appoint 
one official representative whose travelling and other 
expenses will be paid by the Committee, and to send, if 
desired, a second representative at the expense of the 
national organization.

Le Comité national italien pour la productivité a or- 
ganisé des ,,Journées d’Etudes sur 1]’Information”™ qui 
ont eu lieu 4 Rome le 27 et le 28 mai 1960. La FID a été 
représentée par M. le Dr. Bruno Balbis, Directeur du 
Centro Nazionale di Documentazione Scientifica 4 Ro- 
me. Les ,,Journées” ont eu pour but d’apporter une nou- 
velle contribution 4 la diffusion des principes de |’in- 
formation et de la documentation dans les entreprises 
et dans les institutions publiques et privées. 81 person- 
nes qualifiées ont participé aux ,,Journées”: directeurs 
de bibliothéques nationales, d’universités, de facultés, 
d’entreprises, dirigeants de centres de documentation, 
de bureaux d’études, de stations d’essai. 18 communica- 
tions ont été présentées sous les themes: Importance et 
fonction de l’information (Prof. G. Colonnetti), La re- 
cherche bibliographique (Dr. Olga Pinto), et Les cen- 
tres de documentation (Dr. Bruno Balbis). 

Les participants ont invité le Comité national pour 
la productivité de renouveler chaque année ces rencon- 
tres.

Education sportive 


Des ,,Journées d’études de la documentation et de 
l'information en éducation physique et sportive” se sont 
tenues 4 Paris du 27 au 30 avril 1960, sous l’égide de 
l’Unesco. La FID y a été représentée par Mr. G. Lor- 
phévre. 

A la suite des Journées une Commission internationale 
a été chargée de préparer des recommandations en vue 
de l’adoption d’une classification de ces matiéres. Un 
projet de révision de la Classification Décimale Univer- 
selle (CDU) dans ce domaine a été présenté dans ,,Les 
Cahiers de la Documentation” de juillet 1960 publiés par 
l’Association belge de Documentation, 3 rue du Mael- 
beek, Bruxelles 4. Le projet tient compte des suggestions 
faites par M. Arnold (Leipzig) et M. Falize (Belgique). 

Les membres de la Commission sont: Mme J. Sadowska 
(Pologne), MM. W. Arnold (Allemagne), H. Cettour 
(France), I. Falize (Belgique), J. Recia (Autriche), et 
MM. Z. Majewski (Pologne) et G. Lorphévre (Belgique) 
comme membres consultants. La Commission s’est réu- 
nie a Gauting (Allemagne) du 14 au 17 juillet 1960, au 
sein de l'Institut pour la Jeunesse de l’Unesco. La Com- 
mission a suumis a la décision du Conseil international 
pour l'éducation physique et sportive la création d’un 
Bureau de documentation et d’information. Elle propose 
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que le Bureau puisse faire appel 4 des experts de la FID 
et de l’ISO. 

Le programme comprend: 1. la préparation et la pu-

RESEARCH 
Documentation research proposals 


The National Science Foundation has announced it 
will consider proposals during the current fiscal year 
for additional research projects or studies of a funda- 
mental or general nature, that may produce new in- 
sights, knowledge, or techniques applicable to scientific 
information systems and services. The research areas of 
the greatest interest at present are: 

1) Information needs of the scientific community: 
scientific communication processes, scientists’ infor- 
mation needs, publications and information services. 

2) Information storage and retrieval: systematisation 
and mechanisation of procedures, including automa- 
tic analysis of texts of documents, automatic indexing 
and abstracting, and automatic searching. 

3) Mechanical translation.

TRAINING COURSES 


Scandinavian course for information officers 


The creation of a Committee on Education by the 
Scandinavian Council for Applied Research was an- 
nounced in the June 1960 issue of our Bulletin. A first 
course for technical information officers was held in 
Copenhagen in March 1960. The second course will take 
place in Copenhagen from November 3 to 12, 1960. A 
maximum of .30 participants will be received. The cour- 
se again will be lead by Mrs. Vibeke Ammundsen of the 
Danmarks Tekniske Bibliotek in Copenhagen. 

The syllabus for the second course includes: inter- 
national and national cooperation and information 
services, requirements for information by industries and 
research institutes, organisation and administration of 
information centres and abstracting work, bibliographi- 
cal tools, classification in general and the UDC, editorial 
work, document reproduction, abstracting and retrieval 
systems. 


FID STUDY COMMITTEES 


FID /CCC ,,Central Classification Committee” 


The CCC met in London on June 16 and 17, 1960. The 
first day was devoted to a round table discussion of 
the future of the UDC and its planned development. This 
session was also attended by Messrs Clason and Verhoef 
(Netherlands Classification Committee) and by Mr. 
Melgaard Hansen (Denmark). The feasibility of the 
UDC being used as a basis for a single standard inter- 
national classification system was discussed in some de- 
tail. The relations between the CCC and collaborators 
and users was the second important item discussed. A 
revision of the organization of the UDC work is now 
being studied; one of the new features will be a stronger 
liaison between the CCC and rapporteurs for sections in 
development, a country being asked in each case to take 
the responsibility for the revision work. The CCC also 
stressed the importance of the publication of up-to-date 
editions of the UDC in the main languages. 


The second day was devoted to a survey of sections 
development and the staff of an expanded UDC dep 
ment at the General Secretariat. The CCC approved 
new set of rules for the development of the UDC, T 
have been circulated to National members in docu 
F(Publ.) 60-83.
